That you may know 
theni,obſerve theſe Rules : Firſt, they are exrravr- 
dinary curious abour their horfes ; they will have 
them as ſtrangely dreſt,as ſtrangely fed, with Mathes, 
bread, fleſh, and mingled provender, and tharin an 
unuſual quantity. If any wonder at the extraordinary 


keding of their horſes, they will indeavour to-palli- 


xe their defign therein, by telling thar their tricks 
and good abilicies deſerve ir : nay, ſomerimes' they 
will boaſt, rharrheir worthy ſervices wilt ſoon repay 
the coſt; ufing rhe like dark words to thar effe&,, 
which are palpable grounds for ſuſpicion. Ir istheir 
cuſtom likewiſe,ro ask,Whoſe horſe is rhar ? or, What 
is the -owner thereof ſtanding by} of what fimtion 
or qualicy ? whither he incends to travel ?' how far, 
and when ?

theſe things brought me to that paſs; as I was conrent 
toſiffer any thing ii this life, ſo that] mightnor ſwf 
fer'itt che life'ro ebnje, Though a King, T(hbuld wil- 
tingly and patiently have endured 'what Andronicts 
id, Emperour ofthe Eaſt ; who (as Hiſtory relates) 
ing overcome and raken priſoner by Iſaec Angels, 
had rmediately two great drains of iron pyr abour 
his n&ck; and being laden wirk fetters, was brought 
before I#4c, who Qlelivered him'6ver to the rage of 
the tnukticade, tobe abuſed ar their pleaſure. This

expecting hourly onrown diffolution : Their bodies 
we covered with a lirtle earth , as well as we could; 
for we were then ſo feeble , that we could hardly flir, 
nay, nor ſpeak. Inthis place we refted our ſelves, in- 


tending ro bear our friends company to their eternal 
reſt. Some four hours after this our reſolurion, about 
Sun-ſer, we eſpied a Barque _ up the River : 


coming near us, we hailed her, and proftrating our 
ſelves on the ground , beſeeched thoſe that were-in 
her to receive us on board.  Amazed ro ſee us in that 
poſture, on our bended knees, and hands lifred upto 
Heaven,they ſtopr : Our cries for ſuccor reacht their 
eares , which obrained commilſeration from their 
hearrs; foraking us in , they carried us with them to 
Lugor, where abour Noon next day we landed.

a moſt delicious; raſte and reliſh: Theſe Malzbars 
are coal-tftack, -well limib'd, their hair long; and cur- 
I; abougitheir heads they only cye aſmall piece of 

innea, . but jabour, their bodies nothing” bur a lircle 
cloth which covers their ſceters. Notwirhftanding 
their cruely and inhiimanicy, we man'd out our long- 
boar,and-15z whereof was one, went aſhore, earry- 
ing ſame Muskets and Swords with us, ſuſpe&i the 
worſt : Landing, they fled from us, but nor, withour 
ſending good 'ftore of poyſoned arrow$-ahd; darts 
amongſt us.; Jr is no wonder that theſe people are 
fo black, for they liveander the ſcorching fire of the 
farrid Zone. ;We returned co our Ship, finding it 
vo way ſafe to ſtay here longer; next morning hoitng 
fail, we, came tg Canvar, where we met wi people 
more civil, whereupon we landed ; and, receivmg 
things from che = ck of conſiderable value, for 
toys and trifles we gave them in lieu, we reſolved to 
ſtay here a while, The bercer ſort of theſe people are 
call'd Nairo"s,whoſe heads are cover'd with a low Ty- 
lipanr,and their middles wich a party-coloured Plad, 
xeſembling a Scotch Plad : The poorer ſort have no- 
thing 
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—_—_— a ſmall vail over their privities, wholly 
nakeil cliewhere ; which vail or flap the women in 
cairrelic will rurn aſide, and ſhew a man their Pw 
denda,by way of graticude for any courtehje received, 
as ifchey would render fatisfation wich that, which 
could never receive plenary fatisfattion it ſelf, They 
have a ftrange- cuſtom in their Marriages , obſerved 
among them by the higheſt to the loweſt : who ſo 
marrieth, is not to have the firſt nights imbraces wich 
his Bride, but is very well contented to beſtow her 
Maiden-head on the Bramini, or Priefts, who do not 
always enjoy ir, being glutted wich ſuch- frequent of- 
ferings, and therefore will many times ſell them co 
ftrangers.'/Such a proffer F had once made me, and 
wich ſhame I'muſt confeſs, I did accepr ir, forgetting 
thoſe ſacred vows I made in Newgate, to live a more 
pious,ftri&tand ſober life. The Bride that night, was 
plac'd in one of their Fanes, as ir is cuſtomary, the 
Prieſt or Bramin coming to her ; but inſtead thereof, 
according to agreemend between this Prieſtly Pay- 
nim andmy elf, 1 went 2”I1 wondred to find her 6 
low of ftature, bur 1 did/not much matcer irthen F 
minding ſomerhing elfe ; which having performed, 
Ideparred. Thenext morning I had-a great delire to 
ſee her, bur was amazed to ſee her ſo young, belie- 
vine it impoſſible (though I knew rhe contrary) a 
child (for I may ſocall her, being bur ſeven years of 
age) could be eapable of mans reception ar char ren- 
der age. Afcerwifds, I was informed, it was uſual for 
chem comarry ſo ſoon ; firſt, being extreamly ſalaci- 
ous and feacherous, and as fir, nay, as prone ro enjoy 
man ar*har age, as Exropeans at fourteen next, they 


extreamly honour Wedlock, infomuch, har if " of 
their 
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thefr children die whilſt very young, they will hire 
ome Maidento be married to him, and lie with 
him che night afrer his deceaſe, So ſoon as we arrived 
(which is a cuſtom they uſe ro all ſtrangers, of whac 
Country ſoever)we had preſented i hk of many 
Virgins; our Boat-ſwain chufing one he fancied for 3 
fnall ice,ſhe guided him to alodging, where if he 
would haveſſtayed fo long, ſhe would have performed 
his domeſtick affairs,as well at board as bed, dicharg- 
ing her duty very pun&rally : bur he char undertakes 
any ſuch thing, muſt be yery wary thar fie be nor ve+ 
nereally familiar with any other woman, Feft thar ſhe 
wich whom he hath conrratted himſelf for ſuch a 
time, doth recomperice his inconftancy wirh mortal 

yſon, At his depareire, her wages muft be paid ro 
* Parenes, who returns then with much "Joy, and 
they receive her with a« much credir and oftentarion. 
The chiefeft-among them hold ir a very great cour- 
refie, if any one will fave them the labour, pain and 
trouble,by accepting the Hymeneal rites ofhis Bride. 
I ſhould have rold the Reader, that rhe Bramins are 
ſo much reſpeFed and eſteemed by rhe commonaley, 
that if any of them pers their wives or daughrers 
with child, rhey believe char — ro be much 
holier than their own, being extratted from Pagan 
piery. Their Funerals they celebrate after rhis man- 
ner: Bringing the dead corpſe near to their Fanes or 
Churches, they conſume ir to aſhes, by fire made of 
ſweer ſmelling wood,unro which they add per= 
fumes in Aromarick gums and ſpices : If the wife on- 
ly (for here they will nothear of Polygamy) caſt nor 
her (elf into the flames volmrarily, they look upon 


her to be ſome common proftirure, having not Wy

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thing commendable in heonatural diſpoſition ; bur 
if he freely commirs' her ſelf roche flames, wirh her 
tire bands caxcaſe,: ſhe from-chat noble a& (for ſo icis

derided chis Idol : another time, intending to make a 
ſecond repiticion of his former derifion, the King 
was even frighred our of his wits ; for nor onely he, 
bur his arrendanrs all ſaw how this Demo threatned 
him for ſo doing, by ſhaking a flaming Cymeter, and 
rowling his fiery eyes, from his mouttrgaping, iflued 
out fiery flames ; whereat this King renwns with as 
much penicence as amazement , refblving by his due 
reſpe&t and worſhip for the rime to come , ro make 
an atonement for his former errors. For my part, 
had I not believed there was a Devil , the fight of this 
horcid monſtrous repreſentation would bave induc'd 
me intorhe belief char this was one really.

We ſtayed; not long here, .but having difpatcht 
what we came for, we failed along the coaſt;of Cho» 
romandel, and landed at Meliapor, The people are 
much after the ſame: complexion of rhoſe of Delyz , 
only a liccle more duskie, and.go ina manyer naked 
too, Here are likewiſe greatftore of Bramins, who 
are Very buſte and indulFious co inſtru{t, theſe. poor 
ignorant ſouls in che pertect way ro damnation g, for 
which they have the honour, and eſtimation of all 
conferred upon them... Weran'd out our long-boar 
and went aſhore ; upon our Ianding,it was onr hapto 
be eve-witnefles of one of their Funerals, which was 
performed afterthis manner, The tiust:::d was car- 

ried 
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tied before the combuſtible Pile;his moſt dearly loving 
wite cloſely following after him, arrended by her Pa« 
rents and children ; muſick (ſuch as rhey bave, which 
" Wl cannot compare to that of che Sphears) playing bes 
bre,behind ,& on each fide ofher. She was dreft borh 
nearly and ſumpruouſly, tothe height of the rudeneſs 
of cheir arc ; her head, neck, and arms (nor omittin 
her noſe, legs, and toes) each bedeckr and charged 
with Bracelers of ſilver, with jewels every where a- 
bour her diſtributed : She carried flowers in her 
zands, which ſhe diſpoſed of ro thoſe ſhe mer, The 
Prieſt going backwards before her, ſhewed her a ma- 
q gab, which repreſented to her fight whatever 
night be pleaſing to her ſenſual apperire. The Br4- 
2 all along inculcating ro her thoughrs, the ſenſe- 
aviſhing and affable joys ſhe ſball poſlels afrer her de- 
aſe; at which this poor deluded ſoul ſmiled, and 
kemed ro be much tranſported. Wefollowed chem 
nll chey came ro the fire, which was made of ſweet 
doriferous wood, As ſoon as her dead husband was 
ommicted to the flames, ſhe voluntarily leapt in af- 
ter him, incorporating her ſelf wich the fire, and his 
alhes : we wondred that the ſtanders-by would per- 
mic her thus to deſtroy her ſelf, imagining rhis caſh 
tion proceeded from the ardency of her affe&ion ; 
bur perceiving her friends to throw in after her,jewels 
and many precious things, wich much exulcation hd 
expreſſions of joy, we concluded this to be rhe effects 
of cuſtom. Such as refyſe ro burn in rhis manner, 
ae immediately ſhaven, and are hourly in danger ro 
be murdered by their own iflue or kindred, looking 
ipon thera as ſtrumpers : and indeed many ofrhem 


are ſogudacioutly impudent , that upon the leatt di- 
Gg ſtaſte,

ſaſte, or not having their Iixurious expeRtations an» 
ſwered, nothing more inrended or indeavoured than 
the lives of their husbands. They are in theſe parts 
ſo extreamly idolarrous, and ſo over-ſwayed bythe 
Devil, that they adore a grear Idol made of Copper 
pilded, whoſe ſtatue is carried up and down, moun- 
red on a-glorious Charriot , with eight very large 
v heels overlayed with gold ; the aſcent or ſteps tothe 
charrior are very large and capactous,on which ſir the 
Prieſts, artended by litcle young girles, who for de- 
votion ſake, proſticute themſelves freely to the hear 
F any libidinous ſpeCtator ; for ſodoing , they are 
inticled the Pagodes children : A very ſtrange zeal in 
their bewirched or beſorted Parents, to deſtinate the 
off-ſpring of their bodies,from their non-age, to ſuch 
an abominable liberty ; for by letting them know the 
uſe of Man ſoſoon, it cannot bur be very prejudicial 
to their bodies, but alſo inveſt them with the thoughts 
of perperual whoring: For, that woman thar ſhall 
admic of more than one to her privare imbraces, will 
admir of any uponrhe like account. Nay, ſuch is 
their blind zeal and ſuperſtition, that as the Char- 
riot paſleth, ſome will valuntarily throw themſelves 
under the wheels, who are cruſhr in pieces by the 
Yeighr of the Idol and its attendants, ſuffering death

Indiato Fava, This Ifle aboundeth wich what the 
uſe of man ſhall require. Thelanding looking our 
at Sea, is Mountainous : the circuit of this Ifland is 
about an hundred miles ; ic procreates an healchy and 
nouriſhing air ; the great quantity of ever-flouriſhing 
and fragrant rrees, doth no leſs lenifie the burning 
heat, when the Sun enters into Capricorn, as helped 
by the ſweer mollifving breath of the North-weſt 
winde,when Sol again adheres ro Cancer, Now as the 
temperature of thac body is beſt compoſed , that 
participares indifferently of all the Elements, which 
eicher ſuper-abounding or wanting, begets defet ; 
What then is the temperature of this place, which is 
bleſt with, and in all,and abortive innone? Warer is 
here very plenriful,drilling ir ſelf from the high rocks, 
and trickling down into the valleys, ſpreads it ſelf in- 
to various Meanders, till thoſe ſweer and pleaſant 
Gg 4 warers 
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waters diſembogue themſelves into the lap of the 
ſalt Ocean. There is ſo great a quanticy of wood, 
thar we could hardly procure paſſage. Bur of thoſe 
many various Trees, we found none ſo beneficial ro 
us,as the Palmeto: this Tree is long, ſtreizhr,and very 
fofc, having neither leaves, boughs, nor branches , 
fave atthe rop, whereon there is a ſoft picth, wherein 


conſiſts the ſole vegerative of that Tree z which cur 


out, the Paimeto in a very ſhort time expires. Irs 
taſte is much like a kernel of an Hazel-nur ; boyled, 
ir-is like Cabbage, Bur the chiefeſt commodiry that 
this Tree produceth, is the wine which iflueth from 
it, pleaſaur, and as nowriſhing as Muskadine or Alli- 
gant. Thus we procured ſome thereof; coming where 
ewo or three grew together, wich an augure we bo- 
red ſome ſmall holes in each, which immediately rhe 
liquor filled ; rhen wich a (mall cane or quill we ſucke 
the wine out of one Tree; then we went to another, 
and from that to the third : by that time we had 
drained the Iaſt, the holes in the two former were 
fillagain. This courſe we followed ſo ſmartly, thar 
in leſs than an hour,three of us were ſo drumk (wheres 
of I was none of the ſobereft) that had not theſe 
Trees been neer the ſhore , for ought I know, by 
themorning we might have feaſted the wilde beaſts. 
Divers other trees there be, ſirong both in ſhape and 
narure ; one whereof ( meerly out of curiohiry ) 1 
muſt needs raſte, which for half an hour ſo bir or ſtung 
my tongue, as ifT had had my mouch full of Virriol, 
or ſpirit of Sale. Ir 15a comely tree to look on, bur 
brings forth not any thing that is good : this Tree is 
in a manner naked coo, and che body rhereof as, ſoft 
gnd penerrable, as new Cheeſe; the form of the Tree, 
ics 
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ics uſeleſneſs, wich rhar hidden fting it carries in ic, 
rogether with irs ſoftneſs ; rhe luſt of which, invices 
me to cut theſe lines therein z which my knife as- ea- 
fily performed, as to wrire a mans name wicha ſtick 
on the ſand. The lines were theſe : 


Th* art like a Woman, but thou want'jt ber breath ; 
Who's fair, but fruitleſs, and willfting to death 

If taſted : would T could blaſt thee with my enr(e, 
Since woman thou art like, for nothing*s worſe. 


There is another Tree, which beareth a cod full of 
ſharp prickles, wherein lies hid a round fruic,in form 
of a Doves-egg ; crack ir, and therein contain'd you 
ſhall finde a kernel, pleaſant in taſte, bur poyſonous 
inirs operation. My {weer cooth long'd for a taſte, 
and being very toothfome I did ear ſeveral;bur ic was 
not long ere my guts were all in an uproar, and were 
reſolved in this nuuriny, could they have found way, 
ro charge my mouth with high treaſon, againſt the 
reſt of my Members; but. they were arlaſt content 
only ro diſcharge their fury through the Poſtern of 
therrMicrocoſm;which they did fo furioully,rhat I was 
much afraid,my gurs having ſpent all their ſhot, rhey 
would have marchrt out after. I had(in plain Engliſh) 
in leſs chan fix hours {ixty ſtools, beſides purging up- 
wards ; and had not we had a very skilful Dr, Chy- 
rurgeon of our Ship, I had imavoidably perifht. Na- 
ture in this Wland ſhew'd her prodigality of water 
and wood, correſponding alſo in every thing elſe a 
fruitful Mother Iabours to be excellent in. Here ſhe 
ſeems to boaſt, not only in the variery of feather'd 
creatures, but in the rareneſs cf that variety, which 
ſhould 
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ſhould I rum over but briefly, rhe ſubje& is (o large, 
that by ſome I cannot but be thought roo tedious. 
However, I ſhall lightly rouch thereon. Here, and 
here only is'generared the Dodo; for rarene(s of ſhape 
conteriding with the Arabian Phenix ; her body is 
round and very fat, the leaſt whereof, commonly* 
weighs above twenty pound : They pleaſe the itghr 
more than the apperice, for.cheir fleſh is of no nou- 
riſthmenr, and very offenſive ro the ftomach. By her 
viſage (darting forch melanchaly) ſhe ſeems to be 
ſenſible of char injury Nature hath done her, in 
framing (© great a body ,and yer uſeleſs, bur to pleaſe 
the eye ; commirting irs guidance ro complemen- 
ral wings _ ſo 'm forc'd to call chem) fince they 
are fo tmall and imporent, that they only ſerve to 
prove her an off- ſpring of the winged Tribe. Here 
are Bars al(o, as large as Galhawks. Thece is likewiſe 
great plenty of Fiſh: amung{ the reſt of moſt eſpecial 
note,is the Cow-fiſh ; the head thereof not unlike an 
Elephants,her eyes are (mall, her bodyar full growth 
abour three yards long, and one broad, her fins ex- 
ceedins lircte, her flz(h (being an amphibious crea- 
rare, living as well ac Land,ſomecimes, as in rhe Sea) 
doth taſte much like Veal. Some (ay that chis Fiſh 
doth affet, and cakes much __ inche {fight of 
a mans viſage. -About this Ifland are fiping filh , 
Dolphins, 'and Sharks. ' One of our 'men 1mpru- 
dencdy ſwimming one day,' the weather being very 
hor.in our fight a Shark came and bir off his leg, and 
part of his thigh, and he thereupon ſunk ; we made 
out toſavehim, bur before we came, he was drown- 


ed, Here are Fortoiſes ſogreac, that they all crorp 
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with two mens burdens on their backs;but their pace 


is ſo ſlow, that they would make bur ill Porters, go- 
ing not above ten yards im two hours , when lt 


make their greateſt ſpeed. The birds here are ſo un- 
accuſtomed to frights , that I have ſhot five or fix 
times amongſt a flock, Tetring the dead flilllie, and 
not one of the ſurviving did ſo much as offer to flie. 
The Goats here have more of the Politician in them ; 
for they ſeldom feed or reſt rhemſelyes , bur they ſer 
out their ſentinels,

Eighing Anchorgwe ſteer'd qur caupfe for, Ban= I 6: 
| tam ; bur being much ſtrairned'by- the way, 
for want of freſh water, we were compelt'd ro make 
up tothe firſt Land we deſcry'd. Though the dark- 
nels of the night blinded our eyes from ſuch diſcove- 
ries, yet flames of fire nor far diſtant from us, gaveus 
perfe& intelligence that Land was not far off. That 
night we caſt Anchor, fearing we mightrun foul of IE 14; 
ſome Rock or ſhelf : In the morning we ſaw a large II 1 
track of Land before us, not knowing what place ir 
ſhould be, Our Captain commanded the Long-boar 
ro be man'd our, ro procure warer, if any good were }f g: 
there: amongſt the reſt, I went for one ; for I was 
very greedy to obſerve novelties. Coming on ſhore, 
and ſeeing this Hill now and than belch our flames,by I 4 
my perſwalions I made my fellows forger fora time I .c 
Felr dury or errand they came about, ro make ſume 
nqnifirion intro this miracle of Nature. Whereupon 
we all reſolved unanimouſly to aſcend rhe Hill, and - 
with much difficulcy we came fo nigh the top, that II py, 
we heard a moſt hideous noiſe proceeding from rhe 
Concave thereof : ſo terrible it was, thar we now be- I} +, 
gan to condemn our raſh artempr,and ſtood at a con» } cx 
venient diſtance, judging ir the only medium of our I} a+ 
fafery. Whilſt we were thus in a delirizm, not know» 
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ing whatwas the beſt tobe dire ; the Mcuntain was 
inflantly poſſeſt wirh at AZniHF?r, and afrerwards vo- 
mizing up {moak and flones imo the Air (which af- 
trerwards fell down in a ſhower wpon 'prrhtads) we 
thought we could riot efcape without # Witatle : and 
whillt we were all ſtriving which way, with greateſt 
expedirion, we might ebew the danger, there roſe 
in the midſt of us ſuch an heap of earth, aſhes, and 
fire, with ſuch kinde of ccmbuſlible watrer, as thac 
we all ſeem''d as ſo many moveable turning Beacons,ard 
without any thoughts of helping each other, every 
one endeavoured to ſecure himſelf. Ard although I 
was the laſt in the company, yer in this expedition it 
was much available rome; for my companions ma» 
king more baſte than gecd ſpeed, trmbling down the 
Hill before me, fell ſeveral cfthem ropether ; which 
blocks lying in my way, cbſir&ed my paffage, ard 
ſo fav'd the breakirg of my neck , which otherwiſe 
would have been inevitable. In this gredigious ccn- 
fli&, moſt of us Ic the hair of cur heads, not with- 
our receiving ſeveral batteries upon the Ont-werks of 
our bodies, Ar firſt fght we were much afraid ; bur 
the conſequence rade ir 2ppear, we were not more 
afraid than hurr, We made a ſhift to'crawl down the 
reſt of the way ; and having fixr cur unadviſed feer 
on the bottom of the Mountain, we refolv'd we 
would never again pay ſo dearly for cur curiofity , 
bur forthwith went in ſearch of ſ{cme Spring , that 
might ſerve as well ro querch cur clcaths, as our 
thirſt, What we ſcughr for we quickly found ; and ſo 
blling our empry Cask,we made whar haſte we could 
aborad. The Caprain ard the reſt ſtccd amaz'd to 
ſee us look fo ghaſlly, and were very impatient ro 
know 
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know -what- was, the matter with us 5 we told theni 
ſuccinftly whar had bappened, and what grear dan- 
ers we amr agrar inſtead of pitying us, hey only 
lang ar us for being ſuch adventurous fools, Ha- 
ving thus furniſhed our ſelves with what we wanted, 
we ler fail again for Bantum ; where we ſafely arriy'd 
in a ſhort rime,

Going aſhore to Bantam, and obſerving the Merchants 
what they did, taking up Goods wpon, crecit ( a5 it is 
uſual in thoſe parts ) till the ſhip is "Oe to ſet ſail, be 

a ftratagem tmrns Merchant too, and cheats a Ban= 
nyan, or China-Merchant, 


S ſoon as we came intothe Harbour before Ban- 
tam, we preſently man'd out our Long- boar, 
and went aſhore ro acquaint the Preſident what we 
were, and by what authority we came thicher to 
Trafhick, being impowered by the Eaft-India-Cern- 
pany, We were received with much demonſtratiqns 
of joy, and ncbly feaſted/for three dayes rogether. 
Here note, that rhe hc uſe wherein the Prefdent dwel- 
leth, is the recepracle for the whole FaQory, each 
man acccrding to his qualiry baving a dwelling with- 
in this houſe fairable ro his dignity ; the FaQtors all 
in general taking their daily repaſt with the Preſidern. 
In a weeks time Ilearned by obſervaticn the cuflom 
of the Country, and manner or way of Trading , 

_ our Merchant raking up Goods daily, and ſending 
them abroad without giving preſent fatisfaticn; ir 
being ſufficient that he belonged ro ſuch a Ship, and 
therefore muſt pay before he go, otherwiſe the King 
will arreſt the Ship, ccmpelling him ro wakereſtiru- 
tion or payment, Onetimel met with a-Bannyan.,, 
whom I obſerv'd ro have a bcx full of precious 
flones : Icould nor fleep for thinking how ſkculd 
make 
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- make mv ſelf a Partner wich him. Ar laſt I hammer'd 
cur-this invention : 1 cloath'd my ſelf in Indian-(ilk, 
according ro rhe cuſtom ofthe Country ; and having 
ſo done, I diſcoloured my face.aud clapr a black parch 
pon one uf my eyes, In this equipage I addreſt my 
ſelf co this B:nnyan, who preſently laid open his rrea-« 
fire to my-view. 1 was norTong inchufing what I 
eſteem'd as moſt valuable;and demanding of him rhe 
price,ve agreed he ſhould have eicher ſo many pieces 
of Engliſh gold wichin rwo dayes, or elſe take: his 
choice of what commodities I had aboard. We made 
a ſhifr ro imderftand each others broken expreſhons ; 
and he wirhont the leaft ſuſpicion of ;my treachery , 
delivered his ſtones into my hauds. Taking off my diſ- 
guiſe, I wenrinftantly aboard, and hifl wharlI had 
Cheared  the- Bannyanof (as I might ecalily do/ for the 
ſmallneſs of irs bulk) in the ofour $hip, reſol- 
ving not rogo athore yer awhile. The day of paymenc 
being come, and the Bannmyan no where finding me on 
Land, came aboard ofour Ship, where by fignes he 
made known ro our Caprain his errand ; That a Mer- 
chanr belanging co his Ship had bought commodiries 
of him, and promiſed ro pay him on that day. Our 
Caprain repl;*d, Thar he verily believed he was miſta- 
ken(as knowing whar commodities the Merchants be- 
longing — ro the Ship had bought) and rhere- 
fore rold him he muſt make inquiry elſewhere for (a- 
tisfa tion. The Binnyan till perſiſted, alleadging he 
wa3not miſtaken , and that he was confident if he 
might have: a fighr of allche men, he could our of 
them ſele& che concern'd perſon. So wary I was of 
being diſcovered, that I acquainted nor one ſoul wich 
my projet: for had I commitred this fecrer ro any, 
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* though ever ſodear a friend) it had b&en mineno 
onger ; neither - could I haye promiſed to my felf 
fety, Hereupon the Conan ordered iis to be all 
Ald alof': which was ſpeedily performed.”''

dicefting their revenge upon any particular perſon, 
(which they call a Mack : ) ſohot and ſharp was this 
conflict, that many: were kill'd on both tides, . bur 
mare wounded, This accident-alarm'd the whole 
agg oy moſt eſpecially che Engliſh there reſident : 
but at laſt, with much ado, this grand uproar was 
ealmed. Ir was my good fortune, that I was nor then 
among them, otherwiſe I might have been madea ſa- 
critice among the reſt of my fellows. Bur I was fore- 
warwd, having been pre-inform'd that ſuch broyls 
are uſual upon ſuch occafions z wherefore I kept my

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But not lono after,thinking their malice was blown 
over, | went aſhore ; and wa king with others of our

Being very hot there, our ulral paſtime wasito go 
up alictle ſmall River (joyning to £ Town) four or 
five miles ro waſh our ſelves » the trees {6 covered it 
over like an'Arbor, rhat the beams of the Sun cold 
nor penetrate*it-;z by which means ic was fine 
cool, 'w hich very much refreſh our” parched bodies, 
I nevercame aſhore, but I drank'very immoderately 
of Punce, Rack; Tea, '&c. which was brought up in 
creat China- Jugs bowling a: leaft rwo Quartsz with 
every ſich Jug there was brought in a Diſh of Sweer- 
meats, -not of bne ſorr, bur variety, and excellent 
goed ; for which we paid a ſbilling Engliſh: and if 
vou call'd for another Jug, you paid no more, unleſs 
a Diſt uſter'd ir in. ; 3, 

One-houſe efoecially I much frequented, for the 
Indian womans ſakethar kept ic : -for though ſhe was 
Maok,: or rather tawny,; ver: {Fe was well-ſearur'd 
and well-form'd, having long black hair (wkem ite 
ry'd the 1refles) havging down'to her legs. She 
from: the firſt ſt ewed me as much kindnefs ascould be 

expe» 
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expeCted from that limp of Barbarifm : and I could 
diſcern her inclinations, (in the ſame manner as a 
man may from bealts,when rhey are prone to Genera- 
tion) bur yer ic went againſt my ſtomach to yield ro 
her motions. However, ſhe continued her foye ro 
me,nort lecring me pay for any thing I call'd for : and 
when there was no neceſliry of being aboart , ſhe 
would in a manner make me lie in her houſe, (which, 
as their houſes commonly are,had bur one ſtory:) the 
beds they uſe are a kind of Quilr, hard ; for were 
they ſoft, the hotneſs of the Climate would cauſe 
them co be very deſtrutive ro mans body , even 
melcing his very reins, Gold-and Jewels ſhe had 
great quantity, with an houſe richly furniſhed after 
the Indianfaſhion, For this conſideration, I perſwa- 
ded my {elf ro marry her 3 and with ſeveral argu--.
